| zens, the police, or from per- 

| sonal observations. Designation

| safety steps are usually routed 
| through this group. 

Concerning the cooperation 
|of the general public, Chief 
Potter noted that the police is-

Postal Receipts 
Prove Higher 
Than Estimated 


Postal receipts of the Menlo 
Park postoffice grew in unex- 
pected jumps during the last 
weeks of the new year, result- 
ing in a final total of $1,063,- 
254.92. 

It’s the first time local post- 
al receipts have exceeded $1 
million in a twelve-month and 
the final total outstripped the 
estimate of Postmaster Harry

For Politicians, It’s Calm 
Before the Campaign Storm 


It being 1962, were reminded that the spring cam- 
i paigning season of the two major political parties cannot 
be far off. But to date, we've heard very little concerning 
forthcoming partisan contention; most of what we've heard 
are rumors of intra-party shufflings and preparations. 

It is observable that at this season, before the start of 
formal campaigning, the spokesmen of the parties in con- 
tention are strangely silent. Democrats are almost form- 
ally respectful of Republicans, and vice-versa. 

A certain amount of this is due to considerations of 
strategy. Each candidate undoubtedly is hopeful that his 
opposite number will open his mouth, stick his foot into it 
clear up to the ankle, and thereby aid his own cause. 

Some of this silence is based, however, on what we've 
indicated above:

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‘Sister City’ Idea 
Is a Good One 


Sure, and it looks like the bonds of friendship between 
Menlo Park and the Ould Sod from whence the city’s 
founders came are going to be strengthened, with establish- 
ment of “sister city” contacts between this community and 
Galway, Ireland. 

Tis a good idea, we think, to give a town like Menlo 
Park some roots — to outfit it with a tradition, a history and 
a background, rather than idly to prate that it’s just another 
outboiling of tracts on the face of an otherwise blameless 
suburbia. 


As a matter of fact, the establishment of correspon- 
dence with Menlo Park’s old world antecedent could have 
been done any time during the past 100 years. 

Somebody had to get the ball rolling, though, and it 
was just last year that this happened. Lloyd Rogers, 
teacher at the O'Connor school, was the one that got things 
started. 

Not only that, he collected most of the preliminary 
information, which had to be in the hands of city admin- 
istrators before they could even go out and seek more daat 
on the “sister city” program.

latter category ).

County Comment: 


County Taxes Due to Increase

Recently we overheard a 
member of the board of super- 
visors make the prediction that 
county taxpayers would get an 
additional cut in the tax rate 
next year,’ but from all the 
indications now shaping up for 
1962 that “promise” will be 
difficult to carry out. 

With most everyone only re- 
cently having paid their first 
installment on this year’s bill, 
the amount paid didn’t seem 
like a reduction this year de- 
spite the fact that board did 
cut 10 cents off last year’s 
rate. 

A lot of things lead us to 
predict a far greater county 
government budget for the 


next fiscal year. 

Health and Welfare Direc- 
tor Harold D. Chope has an- 
nounced this his department 
will need about 10 per cent 
more. When you consider 
this branch of our govern- 
ment takes over 50 per cent 
of the total county rate, you 
can understand how much 
that 106 per cent will be. 

Even Dr. Chope was wise 
enough to say he doubted the 
county manager or the board 
of supervisors would go for 
such an increase. The bad part 
of the picture here, unfortun- 
ately, is that county officials 
have little to say about how 
most of these funds are to be

spent. 

But there are other phases 
of over-all picture that would 
indicate rises from the top to 
the bottom. Both the federal 
and state governments are al- 
ready planning for salary in- 
creases for the next fiscal year. 

This means that the county, 
then the cities, school districts 
and everyone else must follow. 

This is no different from 
private industry, however. 
Some unions, in addition to 
other benefits are seeking a 
20-HOUR week. The Typo- 
graphical Union has issued a 
notice that it wants a 30-hour 
week in the newspaper field in 
the Bay Area. 

Many unions seek higher 
wages, longer vacations, more 


health and hospital benefits, 
So we must expect our gov- 
ernment agencies to be forc- 
ed into the same corner as 
industry and business. 

A report is due in any day 
now that will set the pattern 
for pay increase for the coun- 
ty’s elected officials. George 
Ebey and Associates has been 
making a survey of all county 
positions. Elected officials 
have received comparison fig- 
ures showing salaries, budget 
figures, the duties and people 
under supervision for all of- 
fices. 


The board will get this sum- 
mary, plus possible recommen- 
dations from Ebey, formerly 
of Stanford Research Institute, 
so it can start its study early 
in January. The board must 
take action early in February. 
An ordinance must be passed 
30 days prior to 90 days before 
the June 6 primary election. 
No elected officials salary can 
be changed during a term of 
office, so the figures that are 
set now will be in effect until 
Jan. 1, 1966. 

There was quite a bit of dis- 
cussion about raises for these 
officials four years ago. We 
remember the statement of 
one board member urging cau- 
tion because it might be neces- 
sary to lower salaries before 
four years had passed. 

This supervisor must now 
realize that lowering wages 
just isn’t a word being used 
these days. Other employees 
have received boosts of ap- 
proximately 25 per cent in 
four years. Our elected offi- 
cials must stand in line for 
the next four years so the in- 
creases granted this year can't 
be too chintsy. 

With increased salaries 
comes the possibility of more 
candidates for county offices. 

Only two supervisor posts 
are to be filled, but all other 
elected officials must seek of- 
fice. The pay boosts given four 
years ago didn’t set off a pa- 
rade of new candidates, but 
some observers think the pic- 
ture has changed this year. At 
this early date, it would seem 
to us that most elected offi- 
cers are pretty well establish- 
ed in office, vith good records 
behind him, which is a hard 
combination to beat. 

Regardless of how the pay 
schedules shape up for all em- 
plovees, the job of making 


another tax cut seems almost 
impossible. Every major office 
can be expected to seek new 
employees—a lot of them— 
after the drastic job trimming 
these reauests the past year. 

The new boys’ ranch will be 
operating at full speed. The 
jail farm may get underway 
next year if the board can find 
a site without bringing down 
the wrath of all the residents. 

Two bond issues in 1962, 
highways and hospital, may 
add to the tax rate next year 
if approved. We'd say all these 
add up to a tax boost rather 
than a tax cut.

that some of the calendars 
which could be placed there 
would clash. 

It is true that one wall of the 
school board’s offical meeting 
room is constructed of soft ma- 
terial so that charts, graphs and 
other documents can be dis- 
played on it, but this wall isn’t 
used primarily for calendars. 

It’s used, instead, to display 
the aforementioned charts and 
graphs — the sort of thing of 
which educators appear inor-: 
dinately fond. 

Then, too, if there’s any 
decorating to be done, the 
educators seem to feel that it 
should be done by the pupils 
in the schools. Thus, school 
district headquarters also 
features space for the display 
of classroom art, both in a 
display case and along walls. 
But no calendars. 

There are very few wall cal- 
endars on display any place in 
city hall, except in the city 
council chambers. There are a 
couple seattered around in 
rooms used by employees but 
generally screened from the 
public: that’s about it. 

There are plenty of desk cal- 
endars, though, but these are 
universally of the non-pictorial 
type. 

Of course, the same result 
probably would be found in a 
survey of any business build- 
ing. Modern architecture and 
decorating practice seem to 
leave no room for the wall cal- 
endar. 

* * * 

Some day, probably, some- 
body will do a learned analy- 
sis of the history of Ameri- 
can calendar art, and de- 
Scribe its rise, decline and 
fall. 

We should probably all re- 
joice that the day of the pres- 
sed papier mache job, with the 
trough for pencils on the bot- 
tom and the mica chips scinti- 
lating around the edges, is 
gone. 

We should probably feel a 
little sadder, though, because 
well-printed copies of prints by 
Audubon and Currier and Ives 
and other American artists 
seem to be in short supply. 

And maybe we should look 
at another point: Are our pub- 
lic employees getting so cowed 
by the possibility of being ac- 
cused of being “influenced” 
that they dare not maintain in 
their presence the advertising 
message of a potential suppli- 
er?
